A prominent Rush City businessman, George W. Jennings, 53, died unexpectedly Thursday 
afternoon, Sept. 16 following open heart surgery at St. Mary's hospital, Minneapolis.

Son of George and Amanda Jennings, George was born Sept. 6, 1923 at Rush Point. He 
attended Rush Point country school and in 1941 graduated from Rush City High School. 

‘At the age of 20, Mr. Jennings enlisted in the U. S. Army and served in the European theater. 
After his discharge from the service, he worked in Pine City. 

In 1947, he moved to Rush City where he operated the Mobil Service Station. After selling 
the Mobil business, he built what is now known as the Texaco station in Rush City. 

He and the former Bernice Abrahamson were married Oct. 8, 1949. 

‘Among his many community activities, Mr. Jennings was a member of the Rush City VFW, 
Rush City Commercial Club, Rush City Eagles Aerie, Rush City Jasper Lodge, helped 
organize Rush City Quarterback Club, and was a president of the Rush City Men's Bowling 
League. Mr. Jennings has also been a school bus driver for a number of years. 

He was preceded in death by his father. Survivors include his wife, Bernice, two sons, Loren 
of Rush City and Mark of Des Moines, lowa; two daughters, Vandy and Wendy, both of home, 
his mother, Mrs. Amanda Jennings of Pine City, a sister, Ann Passick of Oelwein, lowa; and 
nine nephews.
